street nnd smashed the be»r caiks 
found there. 
Three policemen drove 


the crowd bnclt. 
Iloth Ihe policemen 


and the clllzeni flrcd their revolvers, 
and J. W. Adams, a carpenter, wan 
shot twice In tho breast. 
He was. tak- 


en In a hack to the hospital, where he 
lies In R precarious condition. 


Dr. M. R. 'Mitchell and Key. F. W. 


Emerson w-re arrested. Hev. Mr.Em- 
erMin was taken to the police station, 
where he was booked under the chars 
of reBlstlng an officer. 
His left hand 


was cut and bleeding. 
He was allow- 


ed to go upon his own recognizance. 
Dr. Mitchell took the Injured man'to 
the hospital In n hack and was allowed 
to may. and administer to him without 
Blvlni; bond. 
• The officers claim that Adam* 
was 


shot by his own crowd while he wan 
retreating from the place where the II 
quors were smashed, nnd A1ams"»aya 
lie-wan shot by n policeman.

Officer lloylcs clalmi that the

The crowd which did the smashing, 


estimated at from 30 to CO, met on West 
Curtis street, about two blocks from 
the joint. 
A few minutes past 12 the 


crowd moved east on Curtis street. 
The wholesale liquor house Is a small 
frame building at the rear of Curtis' 
home. 
A half dozen men seized a log 


and used It as a battering ram. The 
door Rave way and the crowd rushed 
In.

Three men stood on the Inside and
